Brenton cou 
tain manylmportnut facts iu roferenco to 
tho settlement nud subsequent history o 
llhodo Island. A relative of Mr. lirontoi 
many yoara aiuco published Rcvornl UOWH 
papor articles compiled from the Brenton 
papers, nud from them I gather tho follow 
ing, whioh mny bo of interest to soim 
readers nt this time, viz: 


Upon receiving intelligence ' that tho In 


diaus woro in tho vicinity of Providouco, ii 
tho times of Philip's war, Jaohul lirouton 
manned n schooner with volunteers, and 
wont to Providence, with tho view of ns.

TURKEY'S WAR POWER.

much greater than '.is generally supposed. 
Every nblo-bodied Mussulmnn of twenty 
ive years must servo in tho army, nomi- 
nnlly for twelve yenrs, but really for throe, 
ns influence can iu many cases procure nn 
inlimited furlough. From 110,0(10 to •!(),. 
100 recruits nro enlisted yenrly, nnd thoy 
aro put nt onco under tho instruction of 
drill officers and subjected to tho duties of 
ho camp or garrisoned fortress. The rogu- 
ar army numbers about 200,000, besides 
.00,000 irregulars—Bashi-Bnzouks, Alban 
nns, nnd Bedouins. In tho artillery thi 
Turkish army is especially strong, tho gum. 
icing mostly of steel, of tho latest patterns 
nado nt two Turkish arsonnls or purchased 
from Krupp in Russia. Most of tho sub-of- 
Icors have received n military education at 
ono of tho military schools supported by tho 
jovornmont, nnd mnny of tho higher of- 
icersjaro either foreigners who aro well iu- 
•orrned in military mnttors or untives who 
invo had a European training.

has arisen from the want of knowledge as to 
the particular species which thrive best iu ft 
smoky city. It is now well known that the 
piano and other deciduous troos of tho satm 
family aro tho most suitable-, as thoy not 
only expose n largo loaf surface to tho at- 
mosphere, but by shedding their bark un- 
mmHy throw off tho results of smoke, acids 
nud other poisonous fumes which by accum- 
ulation would bo fata! to the British oak or 
othor trees of n slower growth and an appar- 
ently inure hardy imturo. A society for

as beneficial results as tho excellent institu- 
tions which supply drinking fountains for 
tho refreshment of man and beast.

ain not going to bo baulked of my attack on 
French novels, 
I think they have done 


great harm to the world, particularly tho 
American world. I think, they havo brotigb 
about this imbecile notion of tho fommo in- 
cbrnprisr*. Our grandmothers had no such 
notions. They, were glad to havo a rcol 
over their heads, and to bo allowed to builc 
up tho family honor, and to regard homo ns 
sacred, and to rear their families in decency 
and purity. They had no timo to bo *in- 
coiupriae."' 


"Poor grandmothers ! I always think of 


that excellent witticism, that 'tho Puritan 
mothers bad to euduro all that the Puritan 
fathers did—and tho Puritan fathers, too ! 
Don't you think the Puritan fathers must 
havo boon a triile dull, sometimes?" 


•'No; excellent;, good, truthful Hqunre- 


toed gentlemen." 


"I suppose you tuiuk they went out and 


squeezed poor old Giles Cory to death be- 
tween two stones, or hung a witch or "two, 
and came into their dinners in a very amia- 
ble frame of mind, don't you, Orestes?" 


"Yes. No doubt those amusements quiet-

I claim that there aro 
more happy homes, more congenial mar- 
riages, in our country than any other, ex- 
cept, perhaps, England, from which wo de- 
rive our ideas. Human nature is imperfect, 
and tempers do not always agree, so that 
people must sometimes separate. But it is 
wonderful to me to see how muuy live to- 
gether happily." 


"Yes," said Orestes, "when yon consider 


what very uninteresting, fractious, extrava- 
gant, proudiscontented creatures American 
women arc ! For my part I want to go 
back to Madame do Deffand. She had one 
quality which our women aro very deficient 
in generally.

high comedy out of daily life,' Do you re- 
member tbe description ?"

table and turning to it, "hero it is, too good 
to be half quoted:—'I do not know how I 
con better describe this faculty thnn ns tho 
fullest and freest exercise of an intellectual
